Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 6-12, 20-25, 28, 30, and 35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of fails to discloses or fairly suggest a pivoting 
input switch having multiple operational modes, wherein one mode comprises pivoting 
of the switch in a first direction from a starting point go a first input generating position, 
and automatically returning to the starting point upon release. Further, at least one of 
the multiple operational modes directs the operation of the mobile computing application 
and another of the at least one of the multiple operational modes directs operation of 
the phone application. 

Regarding claim 20, the prior art of fails to discloses or fairly suggest a pivoting 
input switch having multiple operational modes, wherein one mode comprises pivoting 
of the switch in a first direction from a starting point go a first input generating position, 
and automatically returning to the starting point upon release. Further, at least one of 
the multiple operational modes directs the operation of the mobile computing application 
and another of the at least one of the multiple operational modes directs operation of 
the phone application. 

Regarding claim 21, the prior art of fails to discloses or fairly suggest a pivoting 
input switch having multiple operational modes, wherein one mode comprises pivoting 
of the switch in a first direction from a starting point go a first input generating position, 
and automatically returning to the starting point upon release. Further, at least one of 
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the multiple operational modes directs the operation of the mobile computing application 
and another of the at least one of the multiple operational modes directs operation of 
the phone application. 

Regarding claim 24, the prior art of fails to discloses or fairly suggest a user 
controllable pivoting input switch that allows a user to interact with the phone application 
while the lid covers the display screen only when an earpiece or headset is plugged into 
the headset jack.
